SHIBE PARK, PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—The St. Louis 
Cardinals today hammered the offerings of three Phila- 
delphia pitchers for 12 safe hits to win the fifth game of the 
1931 world series from the Athletics 5 to 1. The victory now 
puts the Redbirds on the threshold of their first world’s 
championship since 1926 when they beat the New York 
Yankees in seven games. 

Hoyt, Walberg ‘and Rommell were ineffective against the 
lusty clouting of the visiting team and the youthful “Pepper” 
Martin again led his mates to victory with three safe blows, 
one, a home run in the first half of the sixth inning, that 
scored two runs. Martin also equalled the world series 
batting record by hammering out his 12th hit in todé 
game. 

“Wild Bill” Hallahan was again in the role of pitching 
hero, turning back the powerful ‘Athletic wrecking crew with 
nine hits all of which he kept well scattered.

What the public does not realize 
he continued, “is that the lquidation 
has already taken place. What they 
now witness is only the end, the 
final shake-up The public should 
realize that the real danger was in 
1929, ‘There is danger in loaning on 
wheat at $2.50, but there is no danger 
in lending on wheat at 50 cents. It is 
the same with stocks.” 


WORST Ts PAST 

In Mr, Leman's view, the worst has 
already occurred, and the public should 
not be alarmed because it sees the re 
sult of what has already taken place. 

W. E. J. Luther, chairman of Mon- 
treal Stock Exchange, said 

“We know that the great majority 
of stock firms are in a perfectly sound 
position, We regard these unfortunate 
failures as clearing the air.” 

Sir Charles Gordon, president of 
the Bank of Montreal, preferred not 
to discuss the stock exchange position, 
y stated that the pos- 
ition of Car n banks was sound

Britain’s National Government has de- 
cided to appeal to the electors for a vote 
of confidence, and a mandate to: continue 
the policy it has adopted to meet the crisis 
that called in into existence. 

This is the response of the Government 
to the challenge of its right to govern, 
conveyed by the Labor Opposition in par- 
liament, and still more emphatically by 
the riotous outbreaks in many large cen- 
tres of population, Whatever may be 
thought of the Government, or of its poli- 
cies, or of the claims of its opponents, 
it has taken the one proper course in the 
circumstances. 

With the voters rests the ultimate re- 
sponsibility and the ultimate power.

can to arouse public interest in the sub- 
ject and to give detailed information as to 


the things to do and to not do in the in- 
terests of safety. All of which is very 
much as it should be. 

For a good many years we have been 
observing this national week of warning 
and advice. Candidly stated, the records 
do not show that success has been in keep- 
ing with the effort expended. 

But these do show that it would be 
madness to neglect this or any other 
means of sounding an alarm at this sea- 
son on the subject of fire prevention. 
Every winter in Canada people are burned 
to death, and millions of dollars worth of 
property destroyed, because reasonable 
precautions are not taken to prevent fires 
getting started. 

Lethargy, rather than ignorance, is to 
blame. Mest householders know where 
the danger points are on their own pre- 
mises, or can locate them by a half-hour 
survey of the home and its surroundings. 
This is the time to make the survey, to 
see that heating appliances of all kinds 


are in fit condition for the work that is 
ahead of them, and to clear up rubbish 
inside and outside that would provide 


ready food for flames. There is no valid 
excuse for failing to make ‘safety first” 
the rule in this matter. 


GETTING LESS THAN THEY PAY FOR 

With the Canadian dollar worth 88 
cents in New York, Canadian railways get 
only 88 cents’ worth of United States coal 
for a dollar, That explains why, as Presi 
dent Beatty of the C. P. R. stated in Ed- 
monton, the railways are doing some cal- 
culating to find out whether it would be 
cheaper to use Alberta coal on their lines 
in western Ontario, 

Other Canadian buyers of United 
States coal must suffer the same penalty; 
of getting something Jess than nine-tenths 
of the amount of coal they pay for. The 


depressed dollar thus offers to the miners 
in Alberta—and in Nova Scotia—an op- 
portunity to meet their United States 


rivals on a more even footing than is pos- 
sible when New York accepts otr dollar 
a8 being worth a dollar. 

This branch of Canadian industry has 
had a particularly bad year. A mild win- 
ter, which mercifully cut down the fuel 
requirements in western Canadian homes, 
a'so cut down the working time of Al- 
berta miners to two or three days a week 
even in the cold season. How the miners 


have maintained their families through 
the summer, they alone know. 
The slump in the value of the Cana- 


dian dollar abroad has opened for the Al- 
berta mines a new and unexpected advant- 
age in appealing for business in Manitoba 
and Ontario, an advantage which they 
should work for all it is worth while it 
lasts, 


CANADIAN FARMERS MAKING GOOD

commodity and to depress prices to a level 
that unprofitable to themselves and 
to growers tlsewhere. But they al 
thereby shortened the world supply of 
beef cattle, and thus created a demand 
that the Canadian farmer has been quick 
to note and is supplying at prices which 
are apparently more satisfactory than the 
returns from wheat. 

Whatever may be the position and 
prospects in relation to other branches of

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agriculture, the export, cattle trade is 
booming, and the cattle-raising industry 
is being stimulated on the farms and 


ranches of the Dominion, Equally encour- 
aging are the reports that Canadian cattle 
are giving entire satisfaction to the old 
country, buyers, and that all we have to 
do to hold the market is maintain the 
quality and keep shipping the cattle.
